2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious the overall claimed invention of a modular 
helmet-mask assembly which comprises: a helmet capable of enclosing the head of a 
user; and a face protection assembly, alternately attachable to and detachable from a 
front part of the helmet, which face protection assembly comprises a face protection 
shell, a flexible nosecup assembly within the shell, a flexible face seal, disposed on an 
inner surface of the shell, and an adjustable head harness attached at a surface of the 
shell or the face seal which is capable of engaging the back of a user's head to thereby 
adjustably secure the face seal and nosecup to a user's face, and in combination with 
other structural limitations of the independent claim. The prior art of record also fails to 
teach a method for attaching the modular helmet to a user's head. The prior art of 
record teaches attaching a face protection assembly to directly to a helmet with a head 
harness attached to the helmet or a face protection assembly attached to the back of a 
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user's head using a harness with no provisions for attaching the mask to the front part of 
a helmet.
